Revised rates submitted to the special council and Cham­ 
ber of Commerce committees by the Gettysburg water com­ 
pany at a meeting at the fire ensile house, Wednesday eve­ 
ning, are unsatisfactory, and the water company will be in­ 
formed that unless further reductions are made the commit­ 
tee will present its case to the public service commission. 
Although the water company pointed out that the new 
rates will mean decreases for all domestic usei*fc, including 
those who pay for their water by meters and those having 
flat rates, the committee said the decreases were “practically 
negligible.” 
The water company presented its proposed rates to the 
committee through the committee’s chairman, William G. 
Weaver, but none of the water company officials attended the 
meeting. 
< 
Reductions Are Small 
Most of the local water consumers, 816 to be exact, pay 
for their water under flat rates, and if the revised rates are 
put into effect their reductions could not be more than $2 a 
year and might even be only $1, the rates show. 
The water company reduced the rate for additional fau­ 
cets, after the first, from $3 to $2.50. Bath tubs are reduced 
from $5 to $4.50 and toilets from $9 to $8. The water com­ 
pany then puts a “joker” into its revised rates by inserting a 
charge of $1 for shower baths under the flat rate schedule. 
This charge does not appear on the present rate schedule. All 
other rates remain unchanged.

X I.—WHO PAYS FO R A D V ER TISIN G ? 
T 
HE one thing about advertising which is perhaps most fre­ 
quently misunderstood is the question of who in the end 
really pays for its cost. 
It is plain that actual money is used to pay for advertising 
and that the advertiser gets his money back when he sells the 
advertised goods. So it may be natural that many people should 
see only the fact that the consumer provides the money for ad­ 
vertising when he makes his purchases. 
There is really nothing wrong with this idea, for certainly 
all the expenses of any business are paid by its customers. But if 
we stop here, we get the impression that we have to pay a sort of 
bonus for the privilege of using advertised merchandise. That, in 
fact, is not true. By reasoning a little farther, it may be seen 
that we can actually buy goods for less money because of the 
very fact that they are advertised. 
This is the way it works: A manufacturer of baked beans 
spends one cent per can for selling expense and another half 
cent for advertising. The housewife who buys a can of these 
beans pays one-and-one-half cents for the combined cost of 
selling and advertising in addition to the actual cost of produc­ 
tion. This same manufacturer has found that if he does not 
advertise, his sales department has to work harder and he is 
obliged to spend two cents per can for s e llin g expense 
Then the 
housewife has to pay two cents for the selling costs when the 
beans are not advertised instead of only one-and-one-half cents 
for selling and advertising combined. 
She saves half a cent on 
the price of a can of beans when the manufacturer knows how 
to advertise effectively. 
This illustration shows how advertising is used to bring all 
kinds of merchandise to you more cheaply than would be possi­ 
ble under old-fashioned methods. 
In reducing selling expense, advertising works sometimes like 
a machine which lowers the cost of production. When you buy 
a pair of shoes, you have to pay a part of the cost of the ex­ 
pensive machines by which they are made. 
However, each ma­ 
chine makes many pairs of shoes and in the end each pair costs 
less than if made entirely by hand. Just as the purchase of a 
ten-thousand-dollar machine enables the manufacturer to turn 
out a pair of shoes at a lower price, so the expenditure for ad­ 
vertising enables him to reduce his selling costs. 
The result is 
the same—the final price is lowered. 
This seems very simple but many people have not thought 
about advertising in just this way. 
When they see an expensive 
advertisement or hear a sponsored radio program they think only 
of the cost. They should think of the useful work which the ad­ 
vertising perform-.. There should be no more alarm about the 
cost of advertising than about the cost of machines used in pro­ 
duction. 
It is clear that money spent for advertising does not represent 
an actual expense to you as a buyer of advertised merchandise. 
In the end no one really has to pay for it because advertising 
actually saves money while performing its useful work. 


However enduring they appear to 
be and generally are, concrete high­ 
ways occasionally display 
fits of 
temperament that are very disturb­ 
ing to engineers of the Pennsylva­ 
nia department of highways, Secre­ 
tary Sam S. Lewis said. From vari­ 
ous parts of the state this spring 
have come reports of damage to 
concrete roads which had withstood 
many years of hard usage without a 
previous break. Some other con­ 
crete roads which have broken up 
are old offenders and may be count­ 
ed upon to require repair every 
spring. 
Sudden high temperatures. Secre­ 
tary Lewis stated, is the most usual 
cause of the type of injury so preva­ 
lent this year. The concrete surface 
seems unable to adapt itself to rapid 
expansion and jams together at the 
joints. In the cases of slight dis­ 
placement there is noticeable to the 
motorist only a mild bump when the 
joint 
is 
crossed. Sometimes 
the 
fault corrects itself as the weather 
moderates. In othe« instances, how­ 
ever. the concrete may be badly 
fractured in the vicinity of the joint 
or one section may be heaved to a 
position 
overlapping 
the 
other. 
Maintenance forces of the depart­ 
ment keep close lookout for this 
type of pavement uhheaval, as it in­ 
volves a serious hazard to motorists. 
Repair of this sort of failure often 
requires the cutting away and re­ 
placement of a portion of the con­ 
crete surface, an expensive oper­ 
ation. Constant study is being made 
to develop a fully satisfactory ex­ 
pansion joint or some other means 
of preventing this type of injury.

Highway foresters are waging in­ 
tensive warfare upon tent caterpil­ 
lars in eastern Pennsylvania, Secre­ 
tary of Highways S. S. Lewis an­ 
nounces. The campaign is centered 
around the Philadelphia area, which 
seems to be the principal stronghold 
of the pests this year, where 150,000 
nests have been destroyed already 
along the highways. 
A plea for the cooperation of 
property owners In eradicating the 
insects was made by the highway 
secretary. Thousands of the web­ 
bed “tents” have made their appear­ 
ance along the state highways and 
these are destroyed as fast as high­ 
way crews can do it. Hut the cater­ 
pillars also thrive on private prop­ 
er! ies. 
“The tent caterpillar is a serious 
menace, not only to highway plant­ 
ings but to fruit trees and crops 
generally,” 
Secretary Lewis says. 
“Failure to destroy these nests is a 
virtual guarantee that much dam­ 
age will be done. Shrubs, vines and 
fine old trees along the highways 
serve a practical purpose aside from 
their beautification, by protecting 
roads and roadsides from erosive 
forces. Cooperation of highway de­ 
partm ent and private agencies is an 
absolute necessity if these pests are 
to be curbed. Farmers and prop­ 
erty owners should burn out or 
otherwise destroy the nests at once 
and remove wild cherry and worth­ 
less fruit trees, whicli have a pecu­ 
liar attraction for the caterpillars.” 
Highway

report 
the 
caterpillars in huge numbers in the 
counties surrounding Philadelphia 
and throughout the Delaware Valley 
to the New York line. Many are 
found in Adams, Franklin, Cumber­ 
land, York and the lower Susque­

A bill signed recently by Governor 
Pinchot provides for a reduction in j 
the number of 
assistant county

reduction in minimum salaries for 
all county and assistant county su­ 
perintendents for their four-year 
terms beginning July I, 1934. 
This economy measure will save 
the state more than $100,000 for the 
year 1934-35, for it also reduces the 
number of assistant county school 
superintendents from 105 to 79. 
A proposal to reduce salaries of 
these school officers by 20 per cent 
for one year at the end of their 
present terms in June, 1934, was 
changed in the last days of the leg­ 
islative session to provide the IO per 
cent cut for the next term of four 
years. 
Counties with 
fewer than 
150 
teachers under supervision of the 
county superintendent are not en­ 
titled to any assistant superintend­ 
ents. Counties with more than 150 
teachers and not more than 550 
teachers under the superintendent 
may have one assistant county su­ 
perintendent; counties having be­ 
tween 550 and 1050 teachers are en­ 
titled to two assistants. 
Counties 
having more than 1050 teachers, 
may have one additional assistant 
for each additional 500 teachers of 
fraction thereof. No county super­ 
intendent is allowed more than five 
assistants. Only one county, Alle- 
gheney, will be entitled to the full 
quota of five assistant county super­ 
intendents.

YOUTHS TRADES 


Few 
Were 
Taught 
Trades 
During Depression; Fear 
Shortage. 


INNOCENT CONVICT

Lincoln, Neb., June 14—Alvennon 
( Doc") Lytle, who was sentenced 
and served 
two years 
and seven 
days in the state peniteniary for a 
crime he did not commit, has been 
awarded 
$2,500 by 
the Nebraska 
legislature.

suggestion is being made that they 
begin now, if possible, to train men 
for industrial trades.

ADD DUTIES TO 
REVENUE DEPT. 


New Duties Will Give Depart­ 
ment Control Of Motor, Air 
And Water Traffic. 


To the 
varied functions of the 
state department of revenue, the 
last session of the legislature added 
supervision of 
aviation, collection 
of the beer tax, the licensing of 
boats and railroad cars on which 
beer is sold. 
Beginning 
January I, 
1934, the 
department will be charged with 
the licensing of motor boats and 
the administration of a safety re­ 
sponsibility statute for owners and 
I operators of motor vehicles, 
j 
The department enters into the 
j daily life of the taxpayer in many 
ways. It collects, either directly or 
'through some designated agent, all 
money owed the 
commonwealth. 
: The bureau of county collections, 
by way of the mercantile tax, mets 
j tfie neighborhood merchants. 


The inheritance tax section is 
interested in who dies and what is 
left behind. Tile bureau of institu­ 
tional collections is interested in 
who is ill in state-owned institu­ 
tions and in their ability to pay. 
Fisherman, hunters and the dog 
owners are in touch with the de­ 
partm ent 
through 
the 
fishing, 
hunting and dog license section. 
The forgotten bank account is the 
ward of its escheat section. 
Motor vehilce owners and oper­ 
ators are in continuous touch with 
the departm ent from the day they 
become one or the other until they 
letire from the road. This contact 
is through the bureau of motor ve­ 
hicles and t he .bureau of highway 
patrol and safety. 
The gasoline tax is collected by 
the departm ent’s bureau of liquid 
fuels tax. 
Its cruiser on the Dela­ 
ware river guards against entry of 
bootleg gasoline into the state. Its 
border patrol checks the flow on 
land. 
Since its creation in 1929 the de­ 
partm ent has regulated motor ve­ 
hicle traffic on land. It will now 
regulate air and water traffic as 
1 well.
